COLONIZATION OF C.P.R. LANDS 


Natural Resources Department of C.P.R. has Adopted 


Far Reaching Scheme to Encourage Settlement 
of Western Lands. 


Montreal.—One of the first results 
of the creation of the natural resour- 
ces department of hte C.P.R. is un- 
nounced-in the adoption of a far- 
reaching scheme for the colonization 
of the company’s land in Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and Alberta. 

The most striking innovation in this 
scheme is that the C.P.R. will loan to 
each selected colonis: a sum of $2000 
for a period of ten years at 6 per cent. 
per annum for use in the development 
of his farm. 

There are, of course, restrictive con- 
ditions attached to the loans, but 
there is not the slightest douw. that 
the enterprise will be largely taken 
advantage of, and that the result will 
be one of the most remarkable move- 
ments ever inaugurated in connection 
with land colonization. 

The conwuons drawn up are thal 
applicants should be married men 
actually engage@® in farming on a ren- 
ted farm. These will be required to 
own, free of encumbrance, sufficient 
furniture, horses, cows and other live 
stock to enable them to go into im- 


mediate occupation of their farms in 
western Canada, Thus it will be 
seen that the scheme has largely been 
|drawn up to meet the requirements of 
farmers now renting land in the mid- 
dle states of America. 

The applicants will be required to 
have sufficient capital to make their 
\first payment of one-tenth on the land 
|purchased and to cover the cost of 
jupkeep of their families for one year. 
They will alsi be required to person- 
aily visit the west and select thai: 
own farms. 

Tue full amount of the $2vv0 loan is 
to be added to the purchase price of 
the farm and repaid annually in instal- 
|ments on principal and interest. The 
jamount of the loan uas to be expended 
on the following improvements. 

The erection of a huuse from one of 
the standard plans of houses erected 
|by the company on its ready-made 
farms; the erection of a barn from one 
of the standard plans; the fencing of 
|the farm; the provision of a well and 
jpump, and the cultivation and crop- 
ping of at least fifty acres.

THE MARKET REPORT. 


Weekly Grain Letter Supplied By 
. Thompson, Sone & Co., Grain Mer- 
chants, Winnipeg. 

Wheat—During the past week the 
wheat markets have been rather mix- 
ed in the course they have run, The 
immense damage to the winter wheat 
crop in several important sections in 
the Uffited States has affected with 
great emphasis the Chicago market, 
especially in the May future in that 
market, while Minneapolis and Du- 
luth have to a large extent shown in- 
difference to the damage reports. 
The present condition of and the 
prospects for the outcome of the Un- 
ited States winter wheat crop are of 
very great importance in their bear- 
ing on prices of wheat for the bal- 
ance of the present crop year. There 
is unfortunately no doubt now that 
an unusually large percentage of the 
crop sown in the states of Illinois, 
Missouri, Indiana and Ohio has been 
or is being plowed up, and will be 
planted with oats and corn. In the 
further west states, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, and Oklahoma _ there is also 
some damage, but probably not more 
than usual, but over the whole win- 
ter wheat area the crop experts are 
beginning to estimate the acreage to 
be plowed up at 4,000,000 acres. As 
the winter wheat area planted last 
fall was estimated to be 2,000,000 
acres less than it was the previous 
year, it can be imagined that the pro- 
duction of winter wheat in the Unit- 
ed States in 1912 will be the smallest 
in recent years, for besides the acre- 
age actually abandoned, there is sure 
to'be a great dea! left to. grow that 
is so much winter killed as to give 
only a small yield. A low condition 
of the crop in April suggests further 
deterioration in May and June, for as 
a friend of ours puts it, “the history 
of other damage years indicates that 
a crop which starts with trouble will 
continue in trouble.” Outside of 
this serious crop damage there is 
less clear and definite evidence of a 
_bullish situation, than there was 
some weeks ago, because the statist- 
ical position has continued to grow 
more bearish. In the United States 
the visible supply, although it had a 
decrease of 1,807,000 bus, last week, 
still stands as high as 47,960,000 bus., 
compared with about 33,409,000 bus. 
last year. The quantity on ocean 
passage has been increasing steadily, 
and is now 64,024,000 bus. against 
59,616,000 bus. a year ago. The 
European visible supply last week in- 
creased 1,684,000 bus., against a de- 
crease of 1,200,000 bus. same week 
last year, and it now stands at 90,- 
124,000 bus., against 112,100,000 bus. 
last year, a difference of 21,976,000 
bus. short of last year’s quantity, 
while only four weeks ago the short- 
age compared with same date last 
year was 36,500,000 bus. These stat- 
istics don’t seem tc favor the idea of 
scarcity of wheat or higher prices 
for it,, especially as prices at present 
are from 10c to 22c higher than they 
were a year ago, Nevertheless 
there is the sentiment that the situa- 
tion is bullish. The visible supply 
in the United States is decreasing 
faster than it did a year ago, and 
there is a well-known shortage in 
Russia, Argentine and Australia, 
which will prevent in the next three 
months such large weekly world’s 
shipments as took place a year ago. 
The conditions surrounding the 
growing crops other than the United 
States winter wheat, are generally 
favorable. At the present time 
every country in Europe can give a 
fair account of its growing crop. In 
the spring wheat country of the Un- 
ited States and Western Canada the 
seeding of the new crop has been 
started and is proceeding under wor- 
mally favorable  conditions.. In 
Southern Minnesota and South Da- 
kota wheat seeding is well advanced. 
Further north the season is some- 
what later. The subsoil is well sup- 
plied with moisture this year and 
there is nothing to mar a fair pros- 
pect at present.

LESSON V.—SECOND QUARTER, 
FOR MAY 5, 1912. ’ 


The few verses in Luke vi are a 
part of his discourse in the presence 
of His disciples and a great multitude 
of people who came to hear Him and 
to be healed of their diseases as He 
came down from the mountain and 
stood in the plain. The teaching is 
somewhat. similar to that in last 
week’s lesson, but the poverty and 
hunger and weeping seem to be more 
literal physical conditions than in 
the rermon on the Mount; also by 
contrast the riches and fullness and 
laughter of verses 24, 25. The con- 
strast between the “now” and a fu- 


ture time is more fully set forth in 
the Luke xvi lesson, and the bright 
side of it is concisely stated in I Cor, 
xili, 12, “Now we see through a glass 
darkly, but then face to face; now I 
know in part, but then shall I know 
even as also I am \nown.” As to lit- 
eral poverty, we know the grace of 
our Lord Jesus Christ—that, though 
He was rich, yet for our sakes He be- 
came poor, that we through His pov- 
erty might be rich (II Cor. viii, 9), 
and as we think of the Bethlehem 
manger, the Nazareth home and the 
hunger and thirst and homelessness 


istry we may perhaps imagine some 
thing of ordinary poverty, but who 
can tell the full meaning of the em- 
ptying, the service, the humility and 
obedience of Phil. ii. 7, 8, R. V.? The 
Hterally rich are often poor in spirit, 
meek and lowly at heart, while the 
literally poor are often proud and 
self centered.. We must always re 
member that the Lord looketh on the 
heart and trieth the heart (I Sam. 
xvi. 7; Jer. xvii. 10). The “woe un- 
to you when all men shall speak well 
of you” of verse 25 seems not to be 
a very popular verse in some quar- 
ters, for even preachers and evange- 
lists have been known to hold back 
the truth on certain great topics so 
as to have the approval of men, a 
very prominent worker having re- 
cently said publicily that he aimed 
never to hurt the feelings of his fel- 
low ministers. How very different 
from Him who said, “I do always 
those things that please the Father.” 
and also from the apostle whose prin- 
ciple was “not as pleasing men, but 
God, who who trieth our hearts” 
(John viii. 29; Thess. il. 4). Con- 
cerning the topic of our lesson, ‘‘Poy- 
erty and Riches.” Luke abounds in 
records of rich men, as in xii. 16; 
xvi. 1; xvili. 28; xix. 1. besides the 
rich man and Lazarus of the last 
part of our lesson. From these pas- 
sages we note that a man’s life con- 
sisteth not in abundance of the 
things which he  possesseth, and 
some would do well to ask themsel- 
ves, “Then whose shall those thingae 
be?” Riches sometimes make It 
dificult for the owners to enter the 
kingdom, and yet Zaccheus, who was 
rich, did enter. Sometimes the gifts 
of the rich did not count as much in 
His sight as the gifts of the poor. 
We are simply stewards, whether in- 
trusted with mysteries or money or 
other things, and we must give an ac- 
We may 
so use tha: which is entrusted to us 
to become rich toward God (Luke 11. 
21). and those who have been helped 
by us to know the Lord will make 
greater to us the glory in His king- 
dom, while the Lord Himself will re- 
ward all His faithful ones at the re- 
surrection of the just (Luke xvi, 14; 
Rev. xxii. 12). Our Luke xvi lesson 
study reads like a statement of facts 
and there is no reason why it should 
be called a parable. It is the one 
occasion on which our. Lord drew 
aside the veil and gave us too see 
the unseen realities after we leave 
these bodies, plainly teaching for 
each one it will be happiness or tor- 
ment, not the highest degree of bliss 
which will be the believer’s portion 
only after the resurrection of the 
righteous nor the deepest woe which 
will be the unbeliever’s portion after 
the judgment of the great white 
throne, but a conscious existence in 
bliss or woe, with no possibility of 
passing from one to the other. The 
reason of the rich man’s condition af- 
ter death was not because he had 
been rich, but from the last verse of 
the chapter it is evident that when 
on earth he had no use for Moses or 
the rophets., He was not a be- 
liever In the Scriptures, but evidently 
prond and self satisfied. After 
death he proved the reality of a place 
of torment and became anxious that 
his brethern should not reach the 
same destination. He pleaded that 
if one went from .the dead they 
would believe, but was told that the 
writings of Moses and the prophets 
were all sufficient. We know from 
John xl and xii that another man 
named WLavarnus did rise from the 
dead, but while seme believed others 
souxht to kill him again (John xit. 
10, 12). Our blessed Lord Yesus 
Christ, by whom and for whom all 
things were created, knew the un- 
seen realities as no one else did, and 
we may count on every word He sald 
as being Nterally so. By His death 
for our sine and resurrection from 
the dead He has provided forgive 
nese of sine, eternal life, eternal re 
demption, a joint heirship with Him- 
self Yor “whosoever will,” and only 
thoee who receive Him are the tru)

CROWNING A KING. 


Preparations Fer the Great Event In 
England Next June. 

It is no small matter to engineer the 
coronation of a king of England. A 
host of small details have to be looked 
after, and of some of these the St. 
James’ Budget says: “In connection 
with the preparations for the corona- 
tion a special pile carpet for the nave 
of Westminster abbey is being made 
by a Glasgow firm. The foundation 
color will be royal biuve, and the orna- 
mentation will include emblems of the 
Order of the Garter and other heraldic 
devices. The pattern is on such a 
large scale that the design is repeated 
or matched only once in every six and 
a half yards. ‘ 

“At the previous coronation special 
Chippendale chairs with rush seats 
were used, and small chairs and par- 
rew stools of unpolished beech with 
cane seats were supplied in hundreds. 
Next June polished chairs with seats 
upholstered in silk will be used. After 
the coronation of King Edward and 


Queen Alexandra many of the peer- | 


esses who had been present were 
anxious to secure the chairs they sat 
on as mementos, and the office of 
works agreed tod sell them at practi- 
eally the cost price. 

“The beech chairs and stools, 
branded with the crown, the date and 
the word ‘Coronation,’ also were eager- 
ly sought after and were supplied on 
similar terms, and it is extremely 
probable that this will again be the 
case and that the provision of the 
seating accommodation will entail little 
cost to the organizers.” 


HISTORIC OLD HOUSE. 


Pieneer Structure In Which Martha 
Washingten Was Born. 

The house in which Martha Dan- 
dridge, who first married Daniel Parke 
Custis and later Colonel George Wash- 
ington, was bern is standing and de- 
ing duty today in New Kent county, 
Va., just below Richmond, on the 
banks of the Pamunkey river. 

It is shown to be a pioneer struc- 
tare by the. nails, lumber and style of 
construction. The building is a two 
story frame dwelling, the walls of 
which rest on a brick basement wall 
five feet below and four feet above the 
surface of the ground. The walls are 
eighteen inches thick, save at the 
bases of the two chimneys, each of 
which is 5 by 6 feet, with am arch in 
the basement 6 feet high, 4 feet wide 
and 5 feet deep. ‘ 

The lumber in the frame is white 
oak. The door and window casings 
are of poplar wood, and the wenther- 
boarding is of hard pine. The nails 
were originally all handmade, but sev- 
eral years ago it was found necessary 
to replace many of them, as so many 
had been drawe and taken away by 
tourists as souvenira, 

The rooms on the first floors are 10 
feet high, 20 feet wide and 18 feet 
long. The reception hall is 12 by 14 
feet.—Christian Science Monitor.

Explosive Ghewing Gum. 

The British’ soldier loves to chew 
| gum—not, bowever, the gum known to 
| America, but the army explosive cord- 
| ite, which contains 60 per cent of ni- 
troglycerin, a sweet concoction of 
agreeable taste. Chewers of cordite as- 
sert that when taken in little doses it 
gently stimulates the nervous system 
and causes a slight exhilaration. 
Chewed in larger quantities, it pro- 
| duces an effect like that of hasheesh 
and causes ecstatic visions, The habit 
of chewing cordite has become so com- 
| mon in the British army that the mili- 
| tary authorities have taken measures 
to prevent the misuse of the explosive. 
Cordite so used does not explode, be- 
cause nitroglycerin is exploded only 
by a formidable shock or by an elec- 
tric spark, but it is not impossible that 
under certain conditions it might be 
| exploded—by the impact of two ex- 
| ceptionally hard teeth, for instance.—

THE RAILWAY QUESTION. 


Reckless Bonusing of Branch Linee— 
The Question Carefully Considered, 


The present railway situation calls 
for careful consideration. On the one | 
hand the development of Northwest- 
ern Canada demands railway facili- 
ties, and 6n the Other it is possible 
that railroada may ‘be constructed in 
wrong districts and more important 
localities be neglected. The fact is 
undeniable that hundreds of, miles of 
branch roads have been and are being 
constructed that cannot possibly pay 
the interest on the first cost, to say 
nothing of the cost of equipment and 
operation. Look at the parallel lines 
through the three western provinces. 
In many places there are three lines 
where the whole of the traffic obtain- 
able in the district is only sufficient 
for one. Many of these roads are not 
ten miles apart, and in several places 
they are not two. 


On examining any good railroad 
map of Western Canada we find that] 
these parallel lines aggregate hund- 
reds of miles of railway, while there 
are many thousands of square miles 
of virgin territory entirely without 
the rairoad facilities they so urgently 
need and which they must have or 
the continued development ‘of the 
country will be seriously checked. 

The trouble arises from the facility 
with which railway charters can be 
obtained, and the bonusing system. 
To illustrate: Jay half a dozen men 
of no particular financial standing, 
meet and decide to get a charter for 
a railway. They. decide on a scheme 
and ask the government for a char- 
ter. A little lobbying of parliament or 
legislature and they get all they ask 
for. They then ask for a bonus and 
get a bond guarantee for $13,000.00 
a mile. The next step is to organize 
a construction company among them- 
selves. The bonds are sold, the cash 
is to hand, and the contracts for con- 
struction of the lines are given to the 
eonstruction company. Maybe John 
Smith is president of the railway 
company, and the same John Smith 
is president of the construction com- 
pany. So John Smith and the direc- 
tors of the railway company award 
the contracts to John Smith and 
directors of the construction company 
at their own high figures. In short 
they contract with themselves, pay 
themselves out of the proceeds of the 
sale of the guaranteed bonds, and 
pocket the profit. 

That was the old scheme, but the 
new one goes it one better—it is to 


line company. They can now reap 
all the advantages gained by a con- 
struction company, but the trunk line 
company disowns all responsibility. 
Should the branch lines fail to make 
good, the trunk line company can re- 
fuse to be acvountable for its actions, 
and can leave it to sift for itself. 
The results may be that the interest 
on the bonds of the branch lines com- 
pany is not paid and they will then 
call on the government to pay it, 

Thus the trunk line company will 
have all the benefit of the traffic they 
would have got in any case, the 
branch lines company will pocket all 
the profits they mado on construction, 
and the people will pay the piper. 

Of course this gare could only be 
worked on a_ railway bonused by 
guaranteed bonds. It could not be 
manipulated in constructing branch 
lines, on a road that paid the entire 
cost of their construction and opera- 
tion, without bond guarantee, out of 
{ts own treasury. 

Is it not time to call a halt in this 
bonusing business and the indiscri- 
minate giving of charters to railway 
promoters. The credit of the pro- 
vinces is not unlimited. Every mil- 
lion dollars worth of bonds guaran- 
teed is a million dollars taken from 
their borrowing power. The time will 
come when the limit will be reached 
and at the rate we are now going it 
will not take a very long time before 
that limit will be passed. 

There is now a congestion in the 
transportation of grain, The opening 
of every branch line increases this 
congestion, We are told that if pro- 
duction continues to increase as it 
has incteased during the past few 
years the railways will not be able 
to handle more than forty per cent. 
of the grain crop of 1915 before the 
close of navigation unless the rail- 
ways double track their main lines. 
Is it not time to put an end to this 
insane bonusing of branch lines until 
provision is made for sending our {m- 
mense harvests to the markets of the 
world.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
~ WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


NY person who is the sole head of a 

family, or any male over 18 years eld, 
may homestead a quarter section of avail- 
able Dominion land, ip Manitoba, Sask- 
atchewan or Alberta. The applicant 
must appear in person at the nearest 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub-agency 
for the district. Entry by proxy may be 
made at any agency, on certain condi- 
tions by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres solely owned and 
occupied by him or his father, mother, 
son, daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his hompetond. Price 
$3.00 per acre. 

Duties-—-Must reside upon the hotme- 
stead or pre-emption six months in é¢ach 
of six years from the date of homestead 
entry (including the tinie required to 
earn homestead patent) and cultivate 
fifty acres extra.
